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Cru ise sh ip sin ks 
in swollen waters 


COLOGNE,Germany (AP) — 
A cru ise ship carry ing 105 p er­ 
sons, most of them handi­ 
cap p ed, aged or ailing Du tch 
p assengers, cau ght fire at its 
mooring early today and sank 
in the swollen Rhine Riv er 
within sight of famed Cologne 
Cathedral. One woman died 
after being dragged from the 
flaming ship , and at least 18 
were missing and p resu med 
drowned, officials said. 
Twenty -fou r others were hos­ 
p italized, three of them in criti­ 
cal condition, p olice rep orted. 
A p olice sp okesman emp ha­ 
sized the toll was only tentativ e 
and that a final cou nt wou ld 
hav e to await salv age of the 
148-foot Du tch cru iser Princess 
Irene. The sp okesman said it 
was likely that a sp ecial sal­ 
v age crane wou ld hav e to be 
brou ght here from the Du tch 


p ort city of Rotterdam. 
A p oliceman, holding back 
hu ndreds of sp ectators at the 
scene, told a newsman, “It’ll 
take at least 24 hou rs before we 
can begin recov ery . The riv er 
is so high and the cu rrent so 
strong that we can’t risk send­ 
ing down div ers.’’ 
The cau se of the fire was not 
immediately determined, bu t it 
ap p arently broke ou t below 
deck. The missing p assengers 
were believ ed to hav e been 
trap p ed in the lower deck. 
Althou gh 
p olice 
originally 
sp ecu lated that the fire broke 
ou t in the engine room, they 
later discou nted this. 
The fire was sp otted at 2:4 6 
a.m. by a cru ising p olice p a­ 
trol. Within an hou r, the ship 
cap sized and sank. T^e su p er­ 
stru ctu re hit the concrete p ier, 
cau sing ex tensiv e damage. 


As dawn broke, only the 
twisted su p erstru ctu re of the 
once sleek white cru iser stu ck 
abov e the gray , swift-mov ing 
water. On the p romenade, or­ 
ange-colored deck chairs were 
neatly stacked. 


Abandoned on the p ier were 
six wheel chairs, ap p arently 
u sed to cart lame p assengers to 
safety . 
The 
word 
“zooneb- 
loem,’’ Du tch for su nflower, 
was stamp ed on the backrests. 
This is the name of the fou nda­ 
tion for the handicap p ^ that 
sp onsored the Rhine cru ise. 


Uninju red p assengers were 
taken to a Cologne old-age 
home. They were p icked u p 
there shortly before noon and 
driv en off by bu s to Amheim, 
in the Netherlands, which was 
to hav e been the final stop on 
the cru ise.

Tornadoes, high winds and 
torroitial rains killed two p er­ 
sons and inju red more than 9 0 
as v iolent sp ring storms raked 
a broad area from the middle 
Mississip p i Valley to the Great 
Lakes region. 
One p erson was killed and 6 0 
were inju red FYiday night when 
a tornado chu rned throu gh the 
western Tennessee city of Jack­ 
son. Homes and k^sinesses 
were smashed and two mobile- 
home p arks were hard-tiit in 
the city of 40,000. 
Civ il defense workers, fire­ 
men 
and 
rescu ers 
worked 
throu gh 
the night 
combing 
wreckage for inju red, and re­ 
storing u tility serv ice. 
The Tennessee twister was 
one of more than a dozen that 
tou ched down since Friday 
noon in Arkansas, Illinois, In­ 
diana, Michigan and Missou ri. 
Fou rteen p ersons were in­ 
ju red when a tornado hit Fred­ 
eric, in north-central Lower 
Michigan in the p redawn dark­ 
ness today . The twister dam ­ 
aged sev eral hou ses and ov er­ 
tu rned two mobile homes. 
More than a dozen Indiana 
residents were treated for in­ 
ju ries as sev ere thu nderstorms 
raked Indiana th rou ^ the night 
Friday . Tornadoes dip p ed into 


sev eral Indiana locations. 
Three p ersons were inju red 
in one of fou r tornadoes that 
dip p ed into Sou thern Illinois 
in the afternoon and ev ening. 
P rop erty

was 
relativ ely minor. No inju ries or 
heav y damage were rep orted in 
other twisters. 
The storms, which ranged 
from the lower Great Lakes to 
the Gu lf of Mex ico in the p re­ 
dawn hou rs, left a trail of flood- 
p rodu cing rains ov er northern 
Illinois and sou thern Lower 
Michigan. 
Chicago was hit by 3 .5 inches 
of rain, mc^t of it falling ju st 
before and du ring the ev ening 
ru sh hou r. Flash-flooding closed 
nu merou s v iadu cts and streets. 
Elx p ressway s leading north and 
northwest ou t of the city were 
u nder as mu ch as 4 feet of wa­ 
ter at times. 
A su bu rban Chicago woman 
drowned when she fell into a 
cu lv ert while crossing a flooded 
street Friday night. Hu ndreds 
of basements in the city and 
su bu rban areas were flooded by 
the su dden downp ou r. 
Two large motor hotels near 
Chicago’s O’Hare International 
Airp ort were su rrou nded by 3 
to 4 feet of water sev eral hou rs 
Friday night, stranding gu ests 
and emp loy es alike. The ^ e r a - 


ton O’Hare Motor Hotel rep ort­ 
ed all 500 rooms were fu ll and 
“nobody can get ou t.” 
Wind gu sts u p to 70 m.p .h. 
and large hail accomp anied the 
thu nderstorms across the Mid­ 
west and into the East. Rain 
ex tended from New England 
and u p state New York throu gh 
the Ap p alachians and into the 
Sou th. 
T em p eratu re dip p ed sharp ly 
with p assage of the storm, 
from the 50s and 6 0s to the 3 0s 
and 4 0s. 
Readings before dawn ranged 
from 23 at Alamosa, Colo., to 78 
at Alice and Corp u s C ^isti, 
Tex .

The Khmer Rou ge said today 
that most of the top leaders of 
the fallen Cambodian gov ern­ 
ment hav e been beheaded, and 
Cambodian refu gees reaching 
Tliailand said the rebels ex e­ 
cu ted 43 gov ernment soldiers 
after taking control of a p rov in­ 
cial town. 
The broadcast by the Khmer 
Rou ge, who cap tu red Phnom 
Penh on Thu rsday , gav e no 
names of those beheaded and 
did not say when they were 
slain. 
Col. Horl Tone, who had been 
gov ernor of Pailin, 220 miles 
northwest of Phnom Penh, said 
the 43 soldiers were killed Fri­ 
day after he comp lied with ra ­ 
dio orders from the Khmer 
Rou ge to hoist white flags. 
“When the Khmer Rou ge 
came they beat u p my troop s 
and shot p eop le who resisted. 
They ordered my soldiers to 
wear their u niforms, then shot 
43 men.” he told Associated 
Press rep orter Visetsak Sang- 
u anp ong at Ban Pong Nam Ron 
In Thailand.

Among those rep orted killed 
was army Cap t. U)n Vera, 
y ou nger brother 
of former 
Cambodian President Lon Nol. 
After the ex ecu tion more 
than 1,000 p ersons inclu ding 3 00 
troop s fled the fiv e miles from 
Pailin to the Thai border, 
where they were disarmed and 
giv en p ermission to slay sev en 
day s in Thailand, rep orts said. 
Other refu gees were also re­ 
p orted arriv ing in Thailand, 
where au thorities were try ing 


to close the border. 
The Khmer Rou ge broadcast 
also gav e the first rep orts of 
continu ed fighting inside Cam­ 
bodia. There has been v irtu ally 
no contact between Phnom 
Penh and the ou side world 
since the Commu nist-led troop s 
took ov er. 
Reliable sou rces in Bangk(^ 
said the Cambodian p ort city of 
Komp ong Som, 140 miles sou th­ 
west of Phnom Penh, was still 
holding ou t. 
Battambang, Cambodia’s sec­ 
ond largest city , su rrenderea 
Thu rsday nig^t, they said. 
In Sou th Vietnam, there was 
shelling and fighting on three 
sides of Saigon as a Senate 
committee ap p rov ed $100 mil­ 
lion to ev acu ate the 4,000 re­ 
maining Americans. 
A rep orter on the 220-mile 
border between Thailand and 
Cambodia said he saw white 
flags fly ing ov er the town of 
Poip et. 
He said Thai border officials 
told him Khmer Rou ge troop s 
entered the town Thu rsday 
night. Refu gees were streaming 
toward the border in the Cam­ 
bodian p rov ince of Odder Mean 
Ctiey . Thailand has orckred 
troop s not to allow any refu ges 
to cross the border. 
The Khmer Rou ge, believ ed 
to be broadcasting from Kratie, 
110 miles northeast of Phnom 
Penh, warned all “officers, sol­ 
diers and v illage v olu nteers 
who still fight alongside the 
band of Lon Nol traitors to lay 
down their arm s and join the 
liberation forces imm« ^y tely

In Peking, Prince Sihanou k, 
the figu rehead leader of the 
C a m b ^ a n insu rgents, asked 
Premier C?hou En-Lai to contin­ 
u e China’s role as “jH-ime su p ­ 
p orter” of the Khmer Rou ge 
gov ernment, Ky odo news agen­ 
cy rep orted. 


The Viet Cong delegation in 
Saigon said that their side was 
p rep ared “to create conditions 
and to gu arantee” the with­ 
drawal of Americans. They 
warned that the Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese p eop le “cannot sit and 
wait” for an end to the “illegal 
p resence of U S. adv isers.” 


At Xu an Loc, the battered 
p rov incial cap ital 40 miles east 
of Saigon, officials rep orted 
only light shelling attacks. 


Commu nist gu nners again 
shelled the gov ernment’s major 
air base at Bien Hoa, 15 north­ 
west of Saigon. 


Step p ed-u p action was rep ort­ 
ed in the Mekong Delta arou nd 
Tan An, cap ital of Long An 
jM-ov ince 25 miles sou thwest of 
Saigon. 


Military sou rces said North 
Vietnamese troop s led by tanks 
cap tu red Phan Thiet, cap ital of 
Binh Thu an p rov ince, 100 miles 
northeast of Saigon, the gov ern­ 
ment’s last bastion on the cen­ 
tral coast. It is the l9 th of 
Sou th Vietnam’s 44 p rov incial 
cap itals to fall to the Ck>mmu - 
nists.

On a 4 to 1 v ote the Ex ecu tiv e 
Committee of the Cou nty Board 
Friday agreed with Lowell Wil­ 
son to p ay him $1,6 55.17 dedu ct­ 
ed from a bill su bmitted by him 
and to p ay interest on some 
back tax es if Wilson p ay s 
$1,23 2.52 in back tax es and 
giv es the cou nty a deed for six 
lots. 
In 19 72, the cou nty p u rchased 
six lots and the bu ilding which 
now is occu p ied by the Cou nty 
Highway D ep artm ent from 
Wilson. 
The seller was giv en an order 
by the Road and Bridge Com­ 
mittee to remoctel the stru ctu re 
on a time and material basis. 
When the work was conclu d­ 
ed the committee q u estioned 
the amou nt of the bill su bmitted 
by Wilson and finally dedu cted 
$1,6 6 5.17 from the amou nt. 
When six lots adjacent to the 
six sold to the cou nty owned by 
Wilson were sold for back tax ­ 
es, Cou nty Clerk John Stou ffer 
called attention to the board 
that abou t one-third of the high­ 
way dep artment bu ilding stood 
on p rop erty not owned by the 
cou nty which had been sold for 
back tax es. 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward 
told Mr. and Mrs. Wilson the 
cou nty wants the six lots and 
Lu ke Morin, attorney rep re­ 
senting the Wilsons rep lied they 
want the balance of their bill, 
they will p ay the back tax es on 
six lots bu t will not p ay the in­ 
terest on the back tax es. 
Mrs. Wilson rev ealed the bill 
to the cou nty was du e in Febru ­ 
ary and the ta x ^ were not du e 
in that month. 
She continu ed, “We did not 
add interest to the ov erdu e bill 
p ay ment from the cou nty and 
we are not going to p ay the in­ 
terest on the ov erdu e tax es.” 
Wilson said if the cou nty 
agrees with his offer, he will 
giv e a deed to the six lots which 
were not p u rchased with the 


bu ilding. 
Morin p ointed ou t the Wilsons 
after p ay ing the back tax es will 
realize $422.45 from the trans­ 
action bu t they will hav e to p ay 
$286 .50 to get a clear title to the 
p rop erty , “so they will receiv e 
v ery little from this deal.” . 
Wilson 
claim ed 
charges 
made by committee members 
hav e “made me look like a 
thief, bu t I am not. I only want 
to get what is coming to me and 
not one cent m ore.” 
He comp lained Herbert Hen­ 
ning, District 3 , a member of 
the committee and a member of 
the Road and Bridge Commit­ 
tee when the disp u te came u p 
ov er Wilson’s bill, had told him 
once the committee was going 
to take off the p rofit added for 
the remodeling work, bu t that 
at a later time he denied this 
and said the dedu ction was 
made becau se the labor bill was 
too high. 
Henning asserted, “It is my 
u nderstanding the committee 
gav e Wilson a time and mate­ 
rial work order and there was 
no mention of p rofit.” 
He said the labor charge was 
not too high, bu t the committee 
from time checks made by 
Ronald Brandau , cou nty su p er­ 
intendent of highway s, deter­ 
mined more man hou rs were 
charged than were worked on 
the p roject. 
Brandau commented, “There 
were p robably errors made on 
both sides, I can’t be su re the 
check ! made was absolu tely 
accu rate.” 
Henning also recalled a 
“bent” fan was among items 
Wilson had set aside to clear­ 
ance p riced at $50 and Brandau 
had told him the cou nty wou ld 
like to p u rchase the fan and 
that it was billed to the cou nty 
for $75. 
He also observ ed the commit­ 
tee had insp ected the thickness 
of p anelling and fou nd it did not 
meet the thickness which was 


sp ecified. 
Mrs. Wilson noted the order 
to do the work said nothing 
abou t the thickness of p anelling 
to be u sed and that what was 
u sed was more ex p ensiv e than 
was called for becau se, “we 
had this on hand.” 
Ward told the committee if 
the cou nty had req u ested a su r­ 
v ey of the p rop erty when it was 
p u rchased the p roblem they 
now faced wou ld hav e been dis­ 
cov ered, 
“A su rv ey of the p rop erty 
wou ld hav e showed the bu ilding 
stood on some lots which were 
not inclu ded in the p arcels p u r­ 
chased by the cou nty ,” Ward 
fu rther commented. 
Henning, who was the one 
who v oted not to accep t the 
agreement, reminded the com­ 
mittee the Road and Bridge 
Ck)mmittee had v oted not to p ay 
the fu ll bill su bmitted by Wilson 
and now this committee’s ac­ 
tion Friday has rev ersed the 
decision made by that commit­ 
tee. 
The Road and Bridge Com­ 
mittee p aid what they felt was 
p rop er and they were acting on 
the adv ice of the state’s attor­ 
ney , he commented, 
Henning said, “I wou ld not 
p ay tax es for any bill su bmitted 
if I do not feel the cou nty is get­ 
ting the p rop erty v alu e for 
money asked, ev en if they were 
threatening to take away ou r 
Cou rthou se.” 
Ward p leaded with the com­ 
mitted if the cou nty ev er again 
is considering p u rchasing p rop ­ 
erty that it inv olv e his office at 
the beginning and keep them 
inv olv ^ u ntil the transaction is 
comp leted. 
After discu ssion the commit­ 
tee (tecided to p ay the agreed 
amou nt from the Contingency 
Fu nd of the General Fu nd. 
The committee also dictated 
that as mu ch as p ossible of the 
settlement be p aid from federal 
rev enu e sharing fu nds. 


CONCORD, M ass. (AP) — 
President Ford, standing where 
Minu temen faced Redcoats 200 
y ears ago, said today , “It is a 
time to p lace the hand of heal­ 
ing on the heart of America.” 
Soon after he v oiced these 
words to thou sands of chilled 
onlookers on both banks of the 
swift-flowing Concord Riv er, 
anti-establishment demonstra­ 
tors tried to ford a tribu tary 
and get closer to the sp eaker’s 
p latform. 
They were chased, clu bbed 
and arrested by u niformed p o­ 
lice. 
Only a half-dozen or so y ou th­ 
fu l adherents of the Peop le’s 
Bicentennial 
Commission, 
which seeks an ov erthrow of 
bu siness p ower, were inv olv ed. 
At no time did any of the 
demonstrators get closer than 
111 y ards from where Ford was 
sp eaking. 
Sp eaking at a cerem ony 
marking the bicentennial of the 
first battle of the American 
Rev olu tion, Ford said : 
“Now is a time for reconcilia­ 
tion, not recrimination. It is a 
time or reconstru ction, not ran­ 
cor.” 
The President sp oke from a 
p latform set u p where British 
troop s made a fu tile stand 
against New England p atriots 
Who fired on them from across 
a “ru de bridge that arched the 
flood.” 
A wooden reconstru ction of 
the bridge, lined with local resi­ 
dents in Minu teman costu mes, 
was behind them. 
And beside the chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e was the British am bassa­ 
dor to the United States, Sir Pe­ 
ter Ramsbotham. 
The p rogram for the simp le 
ceremony featu red the p lay ing 
of the British as well as the 
American anthem. 
On the far bank of the riv er, 
thou sands of su p p orters of the 
anti-establishment Peop le’s Bi­ 
centennial Commission, alter­ 
nately chanted, cheered and 
booed as Ford and the others on 
the p rogram sp oke. They had 
sp ent the night on the riv er 
bank, which was wet from 
ov ernight rain. 
Howev er, only a handfu l of 
the demonstrators p articip ated 
in the abortiv e mov e toward the 
sp eaker’s stand. 


Among those inv ited to join 
Ford as he trav ersed by heli­ 
cop ter the history -laden cou n­ 
try side between Concord and 
Lex ington were Sen. Edward 
M. 
Kennedy , 
D-Mass., 
and 
Caroline Kennedy , teen-aged 
dau ghter of the late President 
John F. Kennedy . 
Hou rs before Ford’s arriv al 
at Concord’s Old North Bridge, 


where Minu temen met Red­ 
coats, sev eral thou sand su p ­ 
p orter’s of the Peop le’s Bicen­ 
tennial Commission gathered 
nearby to condu ct an all-night 
p rotest against what they re­ 
gard as an allocation of too 
mu ch p ower to big bu siness in 
American society . 
Protestors were mu ch in ev i­ 
dence, too, when Ford arriv ed 
at Old North Chu rch in nearby 
Boston for a bicentennial serv ­ 
ice Friday night. 
Streets in the p redominantly 
Italian neighborhood were 
crowded with v ocal op p onents 
of cou rt-ordered bu sing in the 
city schools. 
Antibu sing p lacards, welcom­ 
ing signs and Italian as well as 
American flags were wav ed at 
Ford by Bostonians kep t well 
away from the chu rch by heav y 
p olice details. 
Ford mou nted the p u lp it to 
address a congregation gath­ 
ered to witness a re-enactment 
of the lighting of lanterns of the 
kind that were hu ng in the 
chu rch belfry to signal Pau l 
Rev ere and other p atriots that 
“the British are coming,” .” 
The President, sticking closer 
to his tex t than normal and 
sp eaking in a soft v oice, said 
the gov ernment and the U.S. 
economic sy stem hav e endu red 
u nu su al tribu lations and tests 
du ring the p ast y ear—one that 
saw him become the cou ntry ’s 
first non-elected President. 
“Yet, the American p eop le 
hav e stood firm. The nation has 
not been tom with irresp onsible 
action. Rather, we are blessed 
with p atience, common sense 
and a willingness to work 
things ou t,” he said. 
Ford also talked, as he has 
often in recent day s, abou t na­ 
tional u nity , say ing: 
“We mu st once again become 
masters of ou r own destiny . 
TTiis calls for p atience, u nder­ 
standing, tolerance and work 
toward u nity — u nity of p u r­ 
p ose. A u nity based on reason, 
a u nity based on hop e.” 
At another p oint, the Presi­ 
dent said: 
‘The American dream is not 
dead. It simp ly has y et to be 
fu lfUled.” 
He said that “each of u s — of 
ev ery color, creed or p art of 
the cou ntry — mu st be willing 
to bu ild not only a new and bet­ 
ter nation, bu t new and better 
u nity among ou r p eop le.” 
Ford flew to New England 
Friday morning, going first to 
Ck)ncord, N.H., to address that 
state’s legislatu re, then to Bos­ 
ton for an ov ernight stay . He 
was retu rning to the White 
Hou se in time to host a state 
dinner tonight for President 
Kenneth Kau nda of Zambia.

A thru st at Sou th Korea 
wou ld p ose awesome threats to 
p eace. There are nearly 40,000 
U S. soldiers in Sou th Korea, a 
q u arter of them stru ng ou t 
along the Demilitarized Zone. 
Shou ld war be resu med after 22 
y ears, thc^e Americans wou ld 
hav e a good chance of being 
entangl^ in it. 
It is generally assu med there 
are nu clear arms in Sou th 
Korea u nder strict American 
control, and the risk wou ld be 
great. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- In­

said as he went into a jail of­ 
fice to meet with Jackson. “We 
need more than words said. 
There has to be action taken.” 
The D.C. Jail was the su bject 
of recent cou rt action in which 
a ju dge ordered the city admin­ 
istration to end ov ercrowding 
at the facility . Two inm ate 
commonly hav e been req u ired 
to share cells designed for oc­ 
cu p ancy by one p erson. 
Police said they were u nsu re 
of the identity of the escap ees 
and did not know 1 k)w many of 
the 127 inmates in the cellblock 
were taking p art in the seige.

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Communists plan demonstration

On April 26, a massive demon­ 
stration is being planned in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., by an organization 
known as the “ National Coalition 
to Fight Inflation and Unemploy­ 
ment.” 
Syndicated colum nist Paul 
Scott, in the Manchester Union 
Leader of March 24, revealed: 
“ Government security officials 
report that key Communist oper­ 
ators have infiltrated the coali­ 
tion and are having great influ­ 
ence in its planning . . . ” 
In late February, Gus Hall, 
general secretary of the Commu­ 
nist Party, U.S.A., called an 
emergency meeting of U.S. Com­ 
munist leaders to mobilize all the 
party’s resources to infiltrate and 
take over this movement. This 
they have apparently succeeded 
in doing. They have been giving 
the forthcoming demonstration a 
massive publicity build-up. 
The Communists hailed the 
April 26 rally in front-page head­ 
lines in their official newspaper, 
the Daily World, on March 5, 
March 8, March 15, March 21 and 
March 25. 
An editorial in the Communist 
Daily World of March 15 urged 
that the mass rally must become 
a demonstration “ of great politi­ 
cal power.” 


I 
An editorial in the March 27 
Daily World gloated that the April 
26 rally could “ greatly advance” 
the Red cause. 
This official Communist organ 
boasted: “ In addition, rallies in 
many cities, including a number 
on the West Coast, will give this 
growing movement a national 
character . . . April 26 can be the 
launching day of such struggles 
for what the people must and can 
win.” 
Numerous other organizations 
are joining the National Coalition 
to Fight Inflation and Unemploy­ 
ment for the April 26 demonstra­ 
tion. These include: the Industrial 
Union Department of the AFL- 
CIO (AFL-CIO top leadership has 
refused to endorse this action); 
the United Auto Workers; the 
Teamsters; and the Communica­ 
tion Workers of America, among 
others. 
Those organizing the April 26 
rally are predicting that it w ill be 
the biggest demonstration since 
the 1963 March on Washington led 
by the late Martin Luther King. 
Columnist Scott noted that the 
April 26 demonstration “ is to be 
used to trigger the organization of 
a 
broad-based 
street-action 
movement to force radical chang­ 
es in our present system of gov­ 
ernment.” 


Mr. Scott predicted that in this 
demonstration, “ the Communist 
infiltrators will try to force public 
authorities to use force on the 
protesters in order to spotlight the 
demonstrations and build up wid­ 
er public support for the move­ 
ment.” 
Mr. Scott concluded: “ This ac­ 
tion could bring a confrontation 
with the government similar to 
those invoked by the antiwar pro­ 
testers in the late 1960s and early 
1970s.” 
Some U.S. Congressmen have 
involved themselves in this forth­ 
coming 
Communist-infiltrated 
April 26 rally, which shows the ur­ 
gent need for the F B I to keep tabs 
on certain members of Congress.

March 
25 
Communist 
Daily World listed a number of 
public officials who had endorsed 
the April 26 march on Washing­ 
ton, including Rep. Ronald Del- 
lums, D-Calif., and Mayor Rich­ 
ard Gordon Hatcher of Gary, Ind. 
When this event is covered by 
the mass media, it will be inter­ 
esting to see if any mention is 
made of the Communist influence 
in it. Christian Crusade Weekly 
readers should watch for any op­ 
portunities to counteract propa­ 
ganda stemming from the April 
26 demonstration in Washington, 
D.C. 


Our Founding Father's fight 


By H ELEN BOHN JO RD AN 
BOSTON (N E A )— In the Gran- 
ai7 Burying Ground beneath the 
windows of the Athenaeum lie vic­ 
tims of the Boston Massacre, slain in 
1770 by British soldiers. John Ad­ 
ams, in a remarkable test of his be­ 
lief in the rule of law, successfully 
defended the British soldiers in 
court, pleading that they had been 
taunted and threatened by a mob, 
and were within their rights in firing 
in self-defense. 


“ I think this was the most cour­ 
ageous thing that John Adams did in 
his life,” said Thomas Boylston Ad­ 
ams of his great-great-great grand­ 
father during a recent interview. 
“ His political career could have 
ended right there. In doing what he 
believed to be right from the point of 
view of impartial justice, he was do­ 
ing something that his cousin, Sam 
Adams, and the mob disapproved of 
intensely. 


“ Sam Adams was a past master 
at managing mobs,” the present-day 
Adams continued. “ He was a rabble 
rouser, and believed that this was 
the only way to get the Revolution 
activated.” 


John Adams, though approving of 
the dumping of British tea into Bos­ 
ton Harbor as a method of resistance 
to Parliam entary oppression, was 
essentially a man with an abiding 
respect for the law. The phrase, “ a 
government of laws, and not of 
men,” used so often in our own time 
during W atergate investigations, 
was populariz^ by John Adams 200 
years ago. Fittingly, it is prominent­ 
ly emblazoned on a Bicentennial 
memorial to Adams, the country’s 
second President. 


This memorial, recently unveiled 
in the Massachusetts State House, 
also reproduces Mather Brown’s 
portrait of John Adams, painted at 
Thomas Jefferson’s request, and 
now hanging in the historic oval 
room of Boston’s venerable Athena­ 
eum. Founded in 1807 as a private li­ 
brary, the Athenaeum has served as 
a quiet retreat for generations of Ad­ 
amses, whose physical resemblance 
to their forebears is legendary. 
Cleveland Amory’s classic por­ 
trait of a culture, “ The Proper Bos­ 
tonians” defines the “ Adams look” 


as comprising “ broad foreheads, 
sharply cut features, keen eyes and 
bulldog jaws. In an Adams face,” 
Amory asserts, “ one can always see 
three things: intellectual power, 
iron will and calm determination.” 


These qualities, apparent in the 
Mather Brown portrait, are also ob­ 
servable in Thomas Adams, who sat 
nearby during our interview inviting 
comparison to the painting. 


Beyond the oval room, the Ad- 
amsesque atmosphere of the Athe­ 
naeum continues. From the majes­ 
tic, barrel-vaulted reading gallery, 
one can look down on Granary Bury­ 
ing Ground containing graves of 
John Adams’s associates: Fellow 
patriot John Hancock; second cous­ 
in Samuel Adams, often credited 
by historians with masterminding 
(to use Thomas Adams’s word) the 
Boston Tea Party, and Paul Revere, 
remembered as the messenger who 
carried early warning the morning 
of April 19, 1775 that British troops 
were moving to confiscate stores of 
Colonial gunpowder at Concord. 


Thanks to Revere, Hancock and 
Sam Adams were free to join the 
second Continental Congress, then 
assembling at Philadelphia for the 
purpose of mapping out a form of 
government independent of Britain. 


The force of the Adams heritage 
of independence intensifies when 
one knows that Thomas Boylston 
Adams retired from business to run 
for the U.S. Senate in 1966 to oppose 
a war he believe inconstitutional. At 
that time he stated, “ By guile and by 
subterfuge, Mr. Johnson has carried 
the nation into war without consent 
of Congress or debate in the Senate. 


“ I ’m sure John Adams would 
have approved of the marches on 
Washington at the time of the Viet­ 
nam w ar,” Thomas Adams ventured 
of his sixth lineal grandfather. “ But 
he didn’t like the idea of mobs any 
more than I do. The only possible 
justification of a mob is as a coun­ 
terpoise to tyranny from a single in­ 
dividual. 
“ John Adams was always an in­ 
tellectual and constitutionalist,” 
Thomas Adams continued, pointing 
out that he wrote the Massachusetts 
state constitution, later used as a 
model for the Constitution of the 


Government value human life?

Among the hundred or so publi­ 
cations I subscribe to is a small bi­ 
monthly called Survive: The Ameri­ 
can Journal of Civil Defense. Now in 
its eighth year of publication, this 
magazine has maintained a high 
level of original research and intel­ 
lectual competence worthy of the 
eminent names that grace its mast­ 
head, including Nobel prize winner 
Dr. Eugene Wigner and nuclear 
physicist Dr. Edward Teller. 
The January 1975 issue of this 
journal features reports on the elab­ 
orate civil defense shelter systems 
against nuclear attack which exist in 
four other countries: China, Russia, 
Sweden, and Switzerland. These re­ 
ports are eye-openers for those who 
still cherish the illusion that the 
United States leads the world in ev­ 
erything. 
The Red Chinese have built the 
most extensive and modern network 
of shelters, miles and miles of brick 
and concrete underground tunnels, 
with entraces from every office 
building, department store, apart- 
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ment 
and residence. They 
are 
eq lipped with kitchens, running wa­ 
ter, sanitary facilities, food storage, 
and medical facilities. 
In the event of nuclear attack, 
Peking’s seven million people can be 
safe inside the tunnels in seven min­ 
utes, and can walk through them 20 
miles outside the city. Every major 
city in China has similar tunnels. It 
is estimated that 90 per cent of the 
Chinese would survive a nuclear at­ 
tack. 
How could Red China afford such 
a massive investment in construc­ 
tion. Simple. Chairman Mao ordered 
hours of daily volunteer labor donat­ 
ed from the leisure time of every 
Chinese worker. 
Survive Magazine then describes 
the currfent Soviet shelter program 
that is sim ilar to the Red Chinese 
and has been accelerated during the 
period of detente. Civil devense is a 
regular subject taught in Russian 
schools beginning in the second 
grade. The students are taught how 
to enter and spend time in shelters, 
use gas masks and respirators. 


United States and now the oldest 
written constitution still in use. 
“ He had a belief,” explained the 
present-day Adams, “ that if you ar­ 
ranged a government with an accu­ 
rate balance of powers between the 
executive, legislature and judiciary 
branches, you would get something 
that might approach liberty. He was 
sure that if you had either mob rule 
or executive rule, you would end up 
with tyranny.” 


Here Thomas Adams quoted a 
pertinent passage from John Ad­ 
am s’s 
voluminous 
w ritings: 
“ There is danger from all men. 
The only maxim of a free govern­ 
ment ought to be to trust no man liv­ 
ing with power to endanger the pub­ 
lic liberty.’ 
“ This, it seems to me, is the most 
important thing we need to know,” 
said Thomas Adams, “ Because ever 
since the accession of Franklin D. 
Ro(»evelt who was a truly great 
man—we have had a blowing up of 
the importance of the Presidency. 
Finally we saw what frightful abuse 
can occur when you have a man like 
Nixon. It was just as bad with John­ 
son, although Johnson wasn’t a 
crook, like Nixon. 


“ But you can see that if we don’t 
restore the principle of the balance 
of power which was so important to 
John Adams, it seems very clear to 
me that democracy will not survive. 


“ Actually, I ’m terribly pleased 
by the trend of contem porary 
events, because I remember writing 
in a piece for the Boston Gobe about 
10 years ago that what the United 
States needed more than anything 
else was a really bad President. I 
said this was the only way that we 
could learn the dangers of over­ 
weaning power in the Presidency. It 
turned out to be extremely prophet­ 
ic. 


“ I might add now, that the next 
best thing to a really bad President 
is a really stupid President. With 
that help, it seems to me that we’ll 
do something about redressing the 
power of government.” 


This, of course, was the burning 
issue with John Adams and other 
revolutionary patriots 200 years ago.

The Swiss ap-- 
proach civil defense realistically un-< 
der the philosophy: ‘‘The best thing 
about a good shelter program is that 
nobody may ever need it.” 
; 
Does our government value hu-i 
man life so little that we cannot give 
our people the basic protections to­ 
day enjoyed by the citizens of China,- „ 
Russia, Sweden, and Switzerland? If 
is time for Congress to address itself 
to the problem of assuring that ourl 
people survive in the nuclear age. 
An effective civil defense shelter 
program is the least expensive way 
to accomplish this; and, as a side 
benefit, it would be the shot in the^ 
arm needed to rescue the construc­ 
tion industry from its current deep 
depression.

Tre a tme nt 
for s ta ins on 
wood furniture 
Stains left on finish ed wood 
furniture by plastic doilies and 
tablecloth s may be difficult to 
remove, but th ere is a good 
ch ance you can successfully 
camouflage th em if you go at it 
th e righ t way. 
Th e treatm ent starts by 
spraying and polish ing th e 
stained area with a furniture 
polish containing cleaning 
ingredients. 
Next, if th is h asn’t done th e 
trick, cush ion a wad of 3-0 
steel wool with a small amount 
of paste wax. Apply th e wax by 
rubbing carefully back and 
forth with th e grain of th e wood. 
Wipe off excess wax and buff 
th e remaining th in film of wax 
with a dry clean cloth wh ile th e 
wax is still moist. If a large 
area is involved, work about a 
square foot at a time. 
If th e damage to th e finish is 
not too extensive, th is pro­ 
cedure sh ould h ide th e mark 
with out your h aving to send out 
th e furniture for refinish ing. 
A cloth pad always sh ould 
be used under any plastic item 
placed on a finish ed wood sur­ 
face, because some plastics 
ccmtain ch emicals th at react to 
th e wood fini^ ami cause th e 
unsigh tly stains.

Th e tomato is th e king of all 
h ome gardening vegetables. If 
you consider th at it is possible 
to get from 25 to 50 pounds from 
a single plant it justly claims 
th e title of king. No oth er vege­ 
table gives as h igh a yield per 
square foot of garden area as 
th e tomato, says William Mea- 
ch em, a gardening consultant. 
Since it is a h igh -yielding 
vegetable it isn’t necessary to 
h ave a large number of plants. 
One of th e great advantages 
of growing your own tomatoes 
is th at you can grow th ose 
varieties th at you can’t buy m 
stores. Th ere are th e large- 
fruiting kinds for slicing or 
baking, and th e smaller ch erry 
tomato. 
Th e ch erry tomato is possibly 
th e most underrated vegetable. 
H« *e is a tomato th at will pro­ 
duce a good quantity of fruit (m 
a relatively small plant — just 
righ t for th e very small vege­ 
table garden — and will with ­ 
stand growing conditions th at 
th e large-fruited kinds won’t. 
You can even grow th ese in pots 
on th e patio.

For th e past couple of th ou­ 
sand years, man h as been 
munch ing cabbage in one form 
or anoth er, giving th is most 
versatile of vegetables a uni­ 
versality th at is probably un­ 
match ed. 
'Th e ancient Celts th ough t 
h igh ly enough of th e leafy le­ 
gume to introduce it into north ­ 
ern Europe. 'Th e Romans of 
olden times were so fond of co­ 
leslaw th at th e great states­ 
man, Cato, wrote five pages 
about it. And, in diina, laborers 
building th e Great Wall con­ 
sumed vast 
quantities of 
sauerkraut to combat deficien­ 
cy ailments brough t on by a diet 
consisting mainly of rice. 
Cabbage was brough t to 
North America by Jacques 
Cartier, th e French navigator 
wh o 
discovered 
th e 
St. 
Lawrence River. He (Wanted it 
in Canada on h is th ird voyage in 
1541-42. 
I h ave always liked cabbage 
in vegetable dish es, soups and 
sala(ls, but to me th e most in­ 
triguing form is sauerkraut. 
Th e ancient Orientals are said 
to h ave h it upon kraut as a con­ 
venient way of preserving food 
th ey deemed essential. 
Today th e two great sauerk­ 
raut centers are th e province of 
Alsace in France and Germa­ 
ny. 
Actually, sauerkraut first ap­ 
peared in l^stern Europe wh en 
th e invading Tartars reportedly 
introduced it th ere during th e 
13th century. From th ere its 
reputation spread to Austria 
wh ere th e name sauerkraut 
originated and th en on to Ger­ 
many and France. 
Tliere h as long 
been an 
amiable dispute over wh ich 
sauerkraut is superior, th e 
ch oucroute served in Alsace 
with ph easant or smoked meats 
and accompanied by dry wh ite 
wine, or th e kraut ¿sh ed up in 
Germany with a wide range of 
wursts and wash ed down with 
steins of beer. 
Anoth er debatable point is 
h ow to (x-epare sauerkraut. 
Some believe in rinsing it th or- 
ou^ly, th en simmering it in 
water, beer or wine. Anoth er 
sch ool believes th e sour juices 
sh ould be preserved in th e 
cooking. Personally, 1 prefer to 
rinse kraut in cold water, drain 
it and th en simmer it in beef 
bouillon with a little sh erry 
added. Here is a recipe for 
sauerkraut soup prepared in 
th is manner. 
3 frankfurters sliced 


2 onions, diced 
2 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoon caraway seed 
2 quarts beef stock 
4 tablespoons flour 
2 ounces dry sh erry 
Salt 
Pepper 
Croutons (If desired) 
Drain sauerkraut and sim­ 
mer with frankfurters, onions 
and butter for about five 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Add caraway seed, beef stock, 
flour dissolved in a little stock 
and let sim m er about 
15 
minutes. Add sh erry plus salt 
and pepper to taste and serve 
with 
toasted 
croutons 
if 
desired.

“ They are willing to die and 
they probably feel that its bet­ 
ter to die than spend years in 
prison.

Hank Aaron is only 707 home 
runs behind Babe Ruth. 
Yes, yes, we know Aaron 
passed the immortal Ruth last 
year and finished the season 
with 733 lifetime homers. But 
those were all hit in the Nation­ 
al League. 
Aaron’s total is up to 734 
now, but only the latest one 
was hit as an American Leag­ 
uer—in the Milwaukee Brew­ 
ers’ 5-1 conq uest of the Cleve­ 
land Indians Friday—and the 
record for most AL career 
homers is 708 by none other 
than Georg Herman Ruth. 
“I might have been press­ 
ing,” said Aaron, who added a 
run-scoring single and boosted 
his batting average from .09 5 to 
.167. “But I knew what I was 
doing wrong. 1 was dropping 
my hands. Hopefully I’m over 
that now.” 
Darrell Porter and John 
Briggs joined Aaron in the 
home run column for Mil­ 
waukee. Aaron lined his homer 
into the left-field stands off los­ 
er Gaylord Perry in the six th 
inning just after Briggs slugged 
his third homer of the season. 
Porter’s homer in the fifth was 
the first hit off Perry. 
Aaron’s bloop RBI single in 
the eighth chased Perry and 
Pedro Garcia’s run-producing 
single in the ninth completed 
the scoring. Meanwhile, Pete 
Broberg held the Indians to five 
hits, including George Hendr­ 
ick’s six th-inning homer, before 
giving way to Tom Murphy in 
the seventh.

LAMB— What 
causes uric acid in o ne’s sy s­ 
tem? Also , is it painful to hav e 
and is there a cure fo r it? Will a 
perso n alway s hav e it? 
DEAR READER— We all 
hav e uric acid. It is a no rmal 
by pro duct o f the co nstant re­ 
placement o f cells in y o ur bo dy . 
The impo rtant gene substances 
o f DNA and RNA inv o lv ed in 
regeneratio n may pro duce it in 
the pro cess. 
We all hav e co nstant regen­ 
eratio n, There are three-millio n 
new red blo o d cells fo rmed ev ­ 
ery seco nd. The lining o f the 
small intestine is replaced ev ­ 
ery three day s. 
The cell fo rmatio n o f uric 
acid is the mo st impo rtant 
so urce o f elev ated uric acid, it 
is clo sely related to pro tein m e­ 
tabo lism. The substance has no 
apparent v alue in the bo dy and 
the ex cess amo unt is no rmally 


eliminated in the urine. That is 
ho w it gets its name. 
It is no t painful o r harmful as 
lo ng as it stay s in so lutio n. Un­ 
fo rtunately , it fo rms salts that 
can fo rm cry stals. These lead 
to painful, swo llen jo ints as 
seen in go ut o r fo rm depo sits 
leading to go uty arthritis. The 
small amo unts o f uric acid we 
co nsider no rmal do n’t do this. 
So me peo ple hav e a tendency

o thers. This may lead to go ut, 
but it may no t in o ther peo ple. 
The mo st effectiv e way to 
lo wer the uric acid lev el to no r­ 
mal ranges and prev ent pro b­ 
lems seems to be with agents 
that prev ent its fo rmatio n in the 
cells, fairly recent medical de- 
v elo pnient, and agents that in­ 
crease its eliminatio ^n fro m the 
kidney s. Other medicines act 
directly to reliev e the painful 
go ut attacks.

DEAR READER— Glauco ­ 
ma is a steady increase in pres­ 
sure inside the ey eball. As the 
pressure builds up it destro y s 
the seeing ability o f the ey e and 
causes blindness. 
Glauco ma can be a sudden 
dev elo pment. The ey eball may 
be painful, and there may be a 
sudden dimming o f v isio n. 
Mo re o ften it is an insidio us 
disease. The pressure builds up 
slo wly and the perso n is una­ 
ware that any thing is wro ng. 
There may be so me co lo red 
rings aro und bright o bjects, o r 
the v isio n may begin to fail, 
first with decreased ability to 
see o bjects at the side. The v i­ 
sio n may remain go o d when 
lo o king straight ahead fo r so me 
time. 
Quite o ften the first sign o f 


the disease is fo und by a ro utine 
ey e ex aminatio n that measures 
the pressure within the ey es. 
The earlier it is detected the 
mo re likely the do cto r can do 
so mething abo ut it. Since near­ 
ly half o f the adult blindness in 
the United States and Canada is 


caused by glauco ma, it is v ery 
impo rtant to hav e an annual 
check fo r early detectio n. This 
applies particularly to tho se 
o v er 5 0 y ears o f age. Wo men af­ 
ter middle^ge are mo st fre­ 
quently affected.
